F. No. 15 / 22 / 2006 - 1)0 AD.—Whereas, havmg rcgmii 
to the Customs Tariff Act 1975asamaidedin 1995 (hereinafter 
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referred to as the Aci) and the Customs Tariff (Identilication 

Assessment and Collcelion of Anti-Dumping Dup' on 
Dumped Articles and lor Dcicrmmation of Injury) Rulp, 
1995 (hcrcnialtcr referred to as the Rules) thereof, the 
Designated Authority investigated alleged dumping of 
Potassium Carbonate from countries mter aha, mcluding 
cCnese Taipci and consequent injury to the domestm 
i.,duslry in India ami lumlied ,u ^•"<>‘'’*5;;^" 
nounoaiioii No. 14 ,i 4 ’/ 2 IKi 2 -DG/\D dated 16 th January 2004. 
The Govcmnienl ol India .aio Notificalion No. 37/2004dated 
20a) Febmarv 2004. imposed definitive anti-dumpmg duty 
on the subjem goods unporicd from the coirntries named 
mcluding Chinese Taipei. 

And vt hcrcas. the Dcsignalcd Aulhonly accepted the 
price imdcn.ikiiig ol i crcd hy one of Ihe exporter from Ormese 
Taipei, i.e, .Ws T.ii«an Pulp & Paper Corporation. Tarwali 
and Mispcndcd the s.nd investigation against the said 
exporter upon acecpt.iiKe ol v olunlary price underling by 
the said cxporler. Aceeplaiice of llie P"“ 
also notillcd in trie said iionlicalion dated I6lh January 2(K)4. 
As per tlic coliditlotis ol llic said undertaking the exporter 
aurced to export the suhjcel goods to India al a price higher 
Ihm US$4'U (X> Per MT ''O to chmmate the injurious 

cffccirorduinpcd nnpo,l.s and ,o snbnnt information, which 
mav be required lo denionsiralc adherence to the 
undertaking. The c.xpm tcr tilso undertook to amend the 
undcrlakiiug. includinu n's appendices, in whole or mpart, to 
liikc into accouui any clmnge m circumstances trom those 
winch prevailed al the (inic the undcrtakmg was accepted. 

\nd whereas, the domestic industry has filed an 
application before the AuMiority alleging violation of the 
said price undertaking and requesting tor revocation ol the 
.said undertrikmg. it has >x:cn brought to the notice of the 
Authoritv that the domcsiic selling price of the exporter m 
m, home markci iais uicrcascd substantially whereas the 
export price to India Inis not been adjusted commensurate to 
the formula agreed upon in the said undertaking 


The exoortcr ha.s also imimaicd the Authority that 
due to change m 11. dmiicsnc selling price «1^^tnrein to 
home market as well as in the Indian market they would like 
to revise the undertaking price taking into account the 
eurrcnl price levels. The c.xporicr was asked letter dated 
18th September 2006 to file detailed mtormation about its 
cost of puxluctioii. domestic sales and export sales for the 
period 1 St Apnl 2005 to .lOth September 2006 lor.exammation 
of the issue. The exporter vide its letter dated 1 llh January 
mi submitted linn iIk price of raw material potassium 
cliloridc has pushed up die production cost and mcrease m 
cxclumgc rates ha. also conUibuted to higer pnees in terns 
of USS They also subniiitcd mlormalion about their cos o 
n'roauclion,' donicsi,.. vales and exporl sales and also 
consenlcd for vcrifisaiiop of ihc same. However, vide Us 
Idler d,iicd 16ih .\i.ir.h 2007 ihe exporter has rcque,5l^o 
<lcfcr tlK on-ilic-spol nr.c-siigalion till 3rd quarter of 2TO7 
due to veiia.ii insl,.il.uu.n of heavy equipmenB in their 
prodiiolioii nnii in die intervening period. 
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The Authority notes that rule 15(6) of Anti-dumping 

Rule provide “.in case of any violation of undertaking, 

the DA shall, as soon as may be possible inform the Central 
Government of the violation of the undertaking and 
recommend imposition of provisional duty from the date of i 
such violation in accordance with the provisions of these 
rules”. Timely action to prev^t injury that may be caused 
to the domestic industry in the event of violation or alt^ation 
of the conditions of the price undertaking, being the essence 
of the above provision, it would not be possible to defer 
the investigation as requested by the exporter without 
imposition of iH^ovisional duty. 

In view of the above, the price undertaking is hereby 
revoked and the investigation suspended vide Notification 
dated 16th January, 2004 is hereby resumed to examine the 
definitive duty or the revised undertaking price level that 
may be sufficient to eliminate dumping by the exporter and 
consequent injury to the domestic industry. 


Pending further investigation the Authority 
recommends imposition of provisional anti-dumping duty 
as recommended vide prelmunary findings dated 30lh April, 
2003, which was suspended vide final finding notification 
16th January, 2004, upon acceptance of the said price 
undertaking, with immediate effect. The duty shall be 
provisionally collected at the rate of US$ 70.45 per MT on 
all exports of the subject goods by M/s. Taiwan Pulp and 
Paper Industry, Chinese Taipei, from the date of its 
imposition, pending final recommendations of the 
Authority. 

The interested parties to this investigation may make 
their submissions in this respect, in the form and manner 
prescribed, within 30 days from the date of this notlficaticai 
along with non-confidential summary therof for further 
examination by the Authority.
